The facts disclosed through the capture of the

The right of revolution is inherent in all peoples. 
It is provided for in the American system by giving 
to all men and women the right to a free and secret 


i - ballot, by which instrument they may change all 


the institutions and laws of the country in a peace- 
ful and orderly manner. 

But there is a difference as deep as the sea be- 
tween a revolution which has its birth in the Amer- 
ican people and proceeds upon American principles 
and processes to the fulfillment of the American 
people's will and an attempt by foreigners to im- 
pose by force foreign ideas upon America. _ 

This is foreign invasion, as clearly invasion as 
if it took the form of armies pouring over our 
boundaries. Attila and his wild horsemen sweep- 
ing over civilization was no more an invader than 
Lenin and his emissaries at work everywhere 
with their money and their tons of propaganda, 
spread among the ignorant and the alien whom we 
have welcomed into our house in the nalve belief 
that they had come to be a part of the society 
America is building, 

Read the names of the Rede. They are almost 
all Slavic, names and the men who bear them and 
those they are working upon are those who have 
done nothing toward learning what American prin- 
ciples, ideals, and institutions are. They are aliens 
who, without giving Americanism a chance to prove 
its good, propose to overthrow it. They do not. 
belong to America, although they profit by what 
America is. They do not propose to be Amer- 
icans. They have come as strangers, they remain 
as strangers, and they propose to replace what 
they find with ideals and institutions, principles 
and standards strange to America, having no roots 
in America, hostile to America. 

This is not revolution, or evolution. It is not 
Amriean progress or growth. It is subversion 
and invaston. 

It is true there is a handful of Americans in 
this band, There always have been traitors within 
the walls of every beleaguered city, and these 


false Americans are traitors. 


Every healthy organism expels what is foreign 
and hostile to its constitution, and if America is 
healthy, as we believe it is, it will expel this de- 
‘structive poison from its system. But it is neces.

tered, that we shall know it for poison and whence 
it comes, America will not keep its health and 
vigor if we allow these influences to enter our na- 
tional life.

IMMIGRATION AND THE LEAGUE. 
St. Joseph, Mich., Sept. 24.—(Editor of 
The Tribune.)—Your Washington article 
of Wednesday by Mr. Henning and your 
Thursday editorial raising the Japanese 
immigration question as an objection to 
the league of nations rest upon, the 


‘assumption that immigration is an in- 


ternational not a domestic or 
at least that it is debatable. If it be 
concededly a domestic question then the 
article and your editorial both fall. 

The only two modern law encyclope- 
dias available to the legal profession, 
Ruling Case Law and Corpus Juris, 
declare that immigration is unquestion- 
ably a domestic question. : 

It is an accepted maxim of international 
law that every sovereign nation has the 
power, as inherent in sovereignty and essen- 
tial to eelf-determination, to forbid the en- 
trance of foreigners within its dominion, or 
to admit them only in such cases and on such 
conditions as it may see fit to prescribe. 
Jurisdiction over its own territory to that 


| extent is an incident of every independent na- 


tion. It is a part of its independence. See 
volume I., Ruling Case Law, 829. Volume II. 


Corpus Juris, 1075, and cases. cited.
